and all Unsleanneſs might not be ſo much 
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4s named among ſt us, as ithecometh Sainte; | | 
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| that is, as it is ſit for Holy People; and 

| ſuch all chriſtiant by their Vows. and 
f Profeſſion are bound to he. But fince 
| upon ſome Occaſions it muſt be menti- 
[ |  oned, our Language has expreſs'd it 


by a very proper Name, in that we | 
call it Uncleanneſs it ſelf; that is, the 
J! | moſt hateful Filth and Naſtineſs: fo 
| that the very Name tends to raiſe 
our Indignation againſt it whenever | 
tis mentioned. NERD: | 
| And upon this Account, the Scrut and 
| Naſtineſs of ſome People's Language is 
the rudeſt Affront to-Chriſtian Conver- 
ſation, and to all Civil Society: even 
as affronting as the Filth of a Dunghil 
ſery'd up at an Entertainment, or a Toad 
or Serpent caſt into the Boſom of a 
Gueft. Theſe things are not more ab- 
'h»rrd by our Senfes as Men, than the 
© her ought to be by our Soul and Spi- 
<X as Chriſtians. And if the Minds of 
any are fo vitiated and depraved, as 
to take delight in ſuch poyſonous Fan- 
cies; yet tis a cruel piece of Service to 
pleaſe People to their Hurt and Deltry- 
ction. As to which many of our Poets 
"of theſe latter Days, (eſpecially thoſe 
ho. Bave writ for the Play-Houſe, have 
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brought upon themſelves great Guilt, as 
they will one Day find: as alſo will all 
ſuch as write or print filthy Language; 
or caſt, paint, carve or draw filthy Pi- 
cures or Figures in Books, or other- 
wiſe, or upon-Walls, or other open Pla- 
ces in the Strets, to be ſeen by every 


one, to the great Offence of all good Men, 


and the corrupting the Minds of others. 


The Truth of this wilf appear from 


the horrible Nature of the Sin it ſelf ;- of 
which we may in ſame Meaſure be made 

ſenſible by the juſt? Confideration of 

the following Particulars z in the Peru- 
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able Shame.

II. The Vnelean:Perſon ſint againſt his 
own Body; as the Apoſtle aggravates it, 
(t Cor. vi. 18.) He that is drunk, abuſes--- 
his Drink; and he that is given to Glut- 
tony, abuſes his Meat: but the Unclean 
Perſon abuſes his eu Body: He gives bus 
Strength to Women, and his Tears to the- 

Cue (Prov. v. 9.) The very inordi-: 
nancy of Luft tends to deſtroy both the 
Strength of the Body, and the Vigour 
of the Soul: and many times theſe Part» 
ners in Uncleanneſs' do impart to each 
other one of the moſt loathſome Diſea- 
ſes in the- World; in which, by the juſt 
Judgment of God, they rot and ſtink: 
whilſt. alive, as if they had lain ſome 
Days in the Grave. Now what can equal 
the Folly of that Man, who when he 
may (with God's Leave and Favour) - 
' enjoy a clear Ciſtern of his own, to quench

go before the vile Fact; but alſo be- 
cauſe Uncleanneſs is a Sin of that Bulk, 
that, like the Caſe of the Trojan Horſe, 
the Walls muſt: be broken down to re- 
ceive it, it being too big to enter at 
the common Paſſage of ordinary Sins.

that our good-God has mercifully pro-- 
vided for the Peace of Men's Minds, the 
Quiet of Families, and the Happineſs of 
Societies, in that He has not only for- 
bidden us Concubines, but has alſo for- 
hidden to have more MNives than one: as 
we read, (Luk. xvi. 18.) Whoſoever put-- 
teth away his Wife, and marrieth another, 
committeth Adultery, &c. f 

VI. 'Tis a Sin which above all others. 
deſpiſeth God. As we find a Prophet

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Saw. Xii. 9.) Wherefore haſt thou deſpi- 
fed the 8 of = Lord, Wh 
© Evil in bus Sight, viz. by committing 

* Adultery in the Sight of God, which 
be ſought, by many baſe Ways, to hide 
from the Sight of Men. There is al- 
ways this Arbei ſtical Slight of God in all 
F Fecret Uncleanneſs, that ſuch Sinners 
dare not commit their Lewdneſs before 
the Face of a Man, or but of a Child; 
when: at the fame time they do it with- 
ont Fear -before God, tho' they can- 
not but own that God ſecs every Cir- 
cumſtance, and will bring the whole 
Matter openly to judgment. And 
yet it were better for them that all 
the World ſaw their Sin, than God, 
who hates it more than the beſt of Men 
can, and will avenge it more dread- 
fully. It was by Force of this Conſide- 
zation thar Paphnutivs, a Holy Man, is. 
ſaid to have brought Thais, a common. 
lewd Woman, from her Unclean Life; 
namely, by convincing her that ſhe could 
nat carry him into any Retirement 
that would be ſufficient to conceal the 
Sin from tho Eyes of the All- ſeeing. 
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+. VII. God was pleaſed. to. work a 
| Miresle on all Occaſions in the Jewsſþ 
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Law; to find out Adultery. As we read 
concerning the Water of Fealouſie, Which 
never failed to bring Rottenneſs upon 
the Wife that drunk it, if ſhe were 

ilty of that Sin, (Num. v. 2.) which 

ews it. to be a moſt heinous Tranſgreſ- 
ſion in the Sight of God; a+ Sin to be 
puniſhed by the. Judges, as Fob calls it: 
And the Puniſhment annexed to it by 
the Moſaick Lam was Death, (Lev. xx. 


10.) And 'tis now. complained of by 


our King himſelf, (in his pious Letter 
to the Biſhops, in the Beginning of his 
Reign) that our Laws are no ſtriger 
againſt ſo foul a Vice. So that if our 
Magiſtrates, and others, do not do what 
they may, and ought, to bring this 
notorious and ſcandalous Trauſgreſuon 
to ſuch Puniſhment as our Laws decree 
to it, (which is but too gentle, ) they. 
do bring upon themſelves the great - 
er Guilt in the Sight of God. and 

Men. 5 . 
VIII. The Perſon that falls into it is 
abhorred of the Lord: ſo ſays the Truth 
of God, (Prov. xxii. 14.) The Adouth of 
a ftrange Woman is 4 deep Pit, they that 


are abborred of the Lord ſhall fall into is. 


Abhorrence is the higheſt Degree of 


_ Fatred and Indignation; ſo that to be 


abhor- 
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btorred of God, whoſe Favour is the

| vaſes, (faith St. James) Know ye not 


that the Friendſhip of the World is Enmity 
with God? The "Righteous God hates 


your enſnaring and defiling Friendſhips 


and Familiarities. And to leave a Mark 
of Ged's Diſpleaſure againſt this Sin, 


it was decreed in the Fewiſh Law, 


That a Baſtard ſhould not enter into the 
Congregation of the Lord to the Tenth Ce- 


neration. All that were baſe born, that 


is, of Carnal Fornication; were to- 
ſtand without, in the Court of the Gen- 


Files, as it were dving Penance for 


their Parents Sin in their ſucceſſive Ge- 


nerations, for at leaſt 200 Years, ac- 
cording to the moſt moderate Compu- 


tation of the Term of Ten Generations, 


(Deut. xxiii. 2.) 
IX. Unclean perſons are ſeldom re- 


claimed. This Sin ſo waſtes their 


Conſcience, blinds their Mind, bewitch- 


es their Fancy, and enſnares their 


Heart; and above all, it makes God de- 
part to ſuch a wide Diſtance, and gives 


unclean Spirits ſuch Dominion over 
Wee, that N fewer are reform. | 
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red in the Oracles of God. Tis ſaid, 
(Prov. v. 22.) He ſhall be hold} 


Inſtruftion, and in the Greatneſs of his 


| Folly he ſhall go aſtray. The Paths of this 


Vice are Io tntricate, and the Dark- 
neſs it brings with it ſo groſs, and 
the Chains of it ſo ſtrong, that the 


Perſon that is involved in it, ſeems as 


unlikely to get out, as one that is got - 


ten into a Labyrinth or Wilderneſs, in 


the Dark, and in Chains: In all which 
Circumſtances together, his Eſcape is 


almoſt deſperate and impoſſible. For 


we find Solomon himſelf lamenting bit- 


terly over his own ſad Experience of 


this woful Caſe, (Eccl. vii. 26.) J fund 
(ſays he,) more bitter than Death the Wo- 


man whoſe Heart is Snares and Nets, and 
ber Hands As Bands 8. K who ſo plehſeth God * 
fhall eſcape from ber, but the Sinner fhall 
be taken by ber. Again, (Prov. fi. 18, 

19.) Her Houſe inclineth unto Death, and 


ber Paths unto the Dead: None that go 
unto ber return again, neither take the 
bold of the Paths of Life. That is, (I con- 


ceive) een almoſt none, or ſo very 
few, as that they deſerve not to be we. 
me 


ed from this Sin, than from many 
others. And this is ſufficiently decla- 


in the 
Cords of his Sins. He ſhalt die without 
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med in Com pariſon with thoſe that pe“ 
_r#h in their Uncleanneſs. Vet the 
Grace of God is ſufficient for all Men; 
and the Publicans and Harlots entred into 
the Kingdom of God, upon their Repen- 
tance and Change of Heart and Life, 
(Matt. xxi. 31.) Yea, Mary Magda- 
len ' became a moſt devout and excel- 
tens Woman, out of whom our Saviour - 
had caſt ſeven Devils, and who is re- 
ported to have lived ſome Part of her 
Life in great Impurity. But then, ne 
wept Floods of Tears afterwards,” enough 
to waſh-her Saviour's Feet, and ſhe los- 
ed Him. far above others. Great Sins 
muſt have great Repentance, and this? 
requires great and vaſt Aſſiſtances of 
SGochs Grace; and ſuch Favour from 
Him muſt be zealoufly and importu- 
nately entreated and prayed for: And. 
then wb. God all Things are poſſible.. He. 
can even quench a Firebrand of Hell, 
and fix it as a glorious Star in the Fir- 
- mament of his Glory for ever, upon ſachs . 
great Repentance. | 
Now, confidering the extreme Dif- 
ficulty of petting any one out of this 
Pit, and the Multitudes that periſh in it; 
| the greateſt Pumſhments of Humane 
Laus to affright People from this Vice, 
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are the greateſt Rindneſſes that can de 
done them; for ſuch ſevere” Puniſh- 
ments would ſerve as a Fence ſet to 
keep People out of this horrible Pit. 
And for the fame Reaſon, all publick. 
Scandals: and Temptations to this Sin 
ſhould be ſuppreſt with as much Care 
as we would prevent the ſpreading of 
the Peſtilence; and all goed People 
are bound in Confcience, and in Chari- 

ty, to proſecute thoſe tewd Wretches, 
who openly lay Snares and Enticements 
to this Sin; for they bunt for the preci- 
ous Life, and ſpread their Nets to deſtroy 
Immortal Souls. rr vv 


EX. In this Sin two Perſons are ak 
once overwhelmed in dreadful Guilt and 


Pollution. And the Caſe muſt needs be 
very ſad, where two Souls fall toges 
ther, and where the double Guilt makes 
the louder;Cry to Heaven for Vengeance. 
And when the deſerved Wrath of God 
is come upon ſuch, what an Eternal 
Hatred will it create betwixt- theſe - 
Partners in Pollution; when they ſhall 
perceive that their forbidden Embra- 
ces were but like the deadly Stingings 
of a Serpent, which ever produce Pain, 
Miſery, and Death. And of this. theß

Not to mention any 
of thoſe Inſtances which are frequent 
in vulgar Authors, we find in the Ho- 
ly..Scriptures; that Sodom and Gomorrab, 
and- other Cities and their Inhabitants, 
were 2 by Fire from Heaven for 
their Uncleanneſs, (Ger: xix. 13.) And 
for this Sin, Four and Twenty Thouſand - 
were cut off in one Day, (Numb. xxv. 
90 And the Apoſtle applies this to all 
ſucceeding Generations to take Warn- 
ing by their Example, ſaying Let us - 
net commit Fornication at they did, left © 
we-periſh by ſome ſuch terrible Venge- 
ance of the All-pure God, (1 Cor. x. 
8.) It was Luſt that brought the Flood -, | 
upon the old World, (Gen. vi. 2, 7.) 
It was this that brought Samſon, Gods

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his. Deſtruction, (Jude. Xvi. 4.) And 


this alſo. brought Wrath upon Solomon, 


| God's Anointed, yea, his Favourite. His

ſtone, (Rev. xxi. 8.) Where the Smoak 
of their Torment aſcendeth up for ever 
and eyer..

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any Temptation to it, would firſt try 
whether they can hold their Hand in the 
Fire which burns upon their Hearth for 
one Quarter of an Hour; and if this 
proves intolerable, let them ſeriouſly 
conſider how they can dwell with ever- 
laing Burning! which will be height- 
ned by diſmal Horror of Mind and Self- 
Accuſation, and by the heavy Wrath of 

- Theſe are ſome of the Evi's of this 
abominable Sin; but indeed the whole 
cannot be told us: The Miſchiefs of 
ie in this Life are innumerable, and the 
Puniſhment of it in the other unſpeak- 
able. Now to all this there are uſually 
theſe: two Replies made by impudent- 
Creatures given up to this Pollution. 
The one is, that their Conſtitution ſo 
ſtrongly inelines them to it, and that 
Cuſtom has ſo rooted and riveted the 
Sin in them, that they cannot leave it: 
The other is, that *tis the only Way 
they have to keep them from intolera- 
ble Poverty and Want. | | 
To the Firft, who: ſay, they cannot
